deceived or starved, or left nuked, and what 
a lovely succcis tho whole system is. So i 
have dono my inquisitorial best to get to the 
roots and grounds of tho matter; and for con- 
venience sako will give the conclusion first. 


The comparative success of the British In- 


dian policy Is duo, In a small degree, to 
superior honesty and management, and al- 
most entirely to circumstances which could 
not exist In the United States and could not 
now bo reproduced In Canada. 
These we. 


The vast extent of game bearing country to 
a smaller number of Indians; the lavish 
abundance of ush in the far north and placid 
disposition of tho flsh eaters; the long, cold 
winters rendering campaigns in the Indian 
method Impossible; the absence of those vast 
deserts and rugged mountains which make 
our southwestern territories tho refuge of 
outlaws and savages, and above all, probably 
more than all other causes combined, the im- 
mense value of these northern furs, which 
have made every trading post a haven of 
bllM to tho Indian hunter and the life of 
every skilled Indian of great value to the 
traders.

an assui anu> that by ono liifky catch—a few 
boavers, txvo or thruo ottors or ono black fox 
—ho could buy luxuries for n winter, and If 
this condition could have i-onMiniMl a century 
boforo white scttloini'iit.'i eivroaclied on the 
savaRw, tlicro would have been no "King 
I'lillip'n IVar" 
Hut the Puritans had a 


totally diiroront mission. Yet with all these 
ortvantoKca Canada has Been sonio rather 
bloorly Indian wnrs, and even an I nnto tho 
polltii-s of tills province are embittered by re- 
crimiiiatiuni on tliu death of Louis Kiel and 
the causes of tho Metis rebellion. 


All tho Indians of British America, ei- 


clndlng the detached Esquimaux of 
the 


blands, number 1UV,S&>; and at tlio first dis- 
coveries thoy were located as follows: All 
that vast region east of Hudson's bay and 
tho Ottawa was occupied by tho Algonqulus 
(pronounced Al-ijoit-kln), but tlicir many sub- 
divisions lluully grew Into separate tribes, 
such us the Amahcites, of Quobec, and tho 
Micmacs, ot Nova Hcotia and New Bruns- 
wick. West of tliu Algotuiuhu wore their 
kindred and usual allies, the Hurons; and a 
destructivu war between them and tho Iro 
quols, of Nuw York, involved tho French 
and almost destroyed tun infant colony. Of 
tho great Huron nation many fragments sur- 
vivo ns local tribt's, and iifiion^ t;iem are set- 
tied most of the refngfeil IiiduuiH from the 
Uuitud States; so we lltul in Ontario (Canada 
West) tliu Moravians, of tho Thames, tho 
Mis.sissai|Uius (''Dig Black Snakes"), of Mud 
lake, tho Mohawks, of Qumto; Iho Wyan- 
dots, of Andoi-don, aud the Six Nations, on 
Grand river. As tho said "nations" only 
number 3,210, It is plain tliey are but a rem- 
nant of tho gient vonloduration of New 
Yovk.

ho were the aborigi- 


nes of Indiana to us, were first 
found 


by the French in northern Iowa; and both 
history and tradition relate the southward 
migration of the great Shoshonee race. So 
those humanitarians who mourn that ''the 
wliiteman took the Indian's country from 
him," may find consolation in the fart that 
the Indian hnd just done thssame to his pre- 
decessors, ami they to theirs, Including the 
expulsion or extermination of a more civilized 
rnco, whom we call the "mounrl builders." 


Tb'a most northern point at winch any of 


my informants have seen their work is near 
Oxford House, on Boat river, in latitude 
about 55 degs. and about 000 miles northeast 
of this city. Thence southward only occa- 
sional signs of them are found till we reach 
Rainy river, which must havelong continued 
one of their defensive lines, for on it are 
twenty-live high conical mounds, evidently 
built to protect the passage, as they are all 
located at rapids and other defensible points. 
The largest is at the junction of American 
and Rainy rivers, so located as to connect 
both streams. 
That is now our boundary 


from Lake of the VVorals to Superloi. The 
antiquariaas of Canada agivo that thebo 
mounds are only burial places by accidunt, 
and that only the bone* were laid in them 
after the corpse had remained long on a 
raised platform, according to the present 
custom of the Indians; and this theory is 
strengthened by the fact that abundant evi- 
dences of cooking (Vnd permanent camp lit'o 
are found in the same inound with human 
bones. 


The family and tribal relationships of tho 


Canada Indians are even more complicated 
than of those in our territory, especially us 
concerns tho totem; for no matter how re 
moto the kindred tribe maybe, those of tho 
same totem in both tribes oro considered as 
one family. Thus a Cree man whose totem is 
thu bear may not marry a woman of the 
gaum totem in the most remote mid long de- 
luu-lcil bund. Ubeis his sister. Thoy some- 
times do marry, but it in considered nicest

sober, straightway turn to wild Indians when 
drunk. Ten ounces of whisky will drown the 
Frenchman in a Met! and turn loose the wild 
Ojihbeway who has been all these years lying 
concealed in his system. I would not Ventura 
to say Unit the samo amount of the snme kind 
of whisky would resurrect tlm Anglo Saxon 
pirate in a. Now York "bruiser," for the inter- 
val of time has probably beon too long; but 
it is curious that as simple n iluid as whisky 
should pi oduce such a "reversion" up here, 
isn't iti 


The best result of tho British conquest of 


Canada was that it secured a lone; peace with 
the Indians, liut the rival Northwest com- 
pany grew up and operated from thu great 
lakes and along our bonier; so ttie employes 
of tho two companies fought in the wikleriifSH 
and stirred up strife among the Indians. Tlio 
Hudson Bay company therefore uni'ouraijiHl 
Lord Belkiik to found a colony hern m 1811- 
12; but'tho Northwest company's men stirred 
up Indians and half breeds against it, and 
they captured and murdered Guv. Seniplo 
and twenty other ollli ials and colonists. Aud 
as the lutter company's mull weiu

foni, of California, wuo is said to be worth 
875,000,000, and James G. Fair, of Nevada, 


miUionaires were talking earnestly together. 
Stanford had his hands In his pockets, and 
Fair was fingering his black watch chain. 
The immense wealth of the two men was 
not shown by their clothes. 
Neither of them 


wore purple or mm linen, and their two 
suits together cost probably not more than 
$70 They wore no jewelry, and I noted that 
Stanford's eyeglasses were rimmed with black 
rubber 
Thoy had good, strong laces, and 


that of Fair wa» rather intellectual and clas- 
sic Fair is the grayer headed man of the 
two and his hair and beard are now of a dark 
iron gray. Stanford's hair is dark brown and 
his beard has a reddish tinge. Both men are 
tall and well made. Both have good physiques, 
ond I doubt not both deep well of nights. A 
generation ago neither was making over 
$1 500 a year, and now each of them must 
hove MI income of more than that a day. 
Verily, the truth of great fortunes is stranger 
than the flctioru of Monte Christo. 


Speaking of Senator Fair, I saw his suc- 


cessor. William M. Stewart, the other day. 
He does not look much like his picture, 
and his hair is now as white as snow. His 
beard is a great long bunch of frosted silver, 
and the top of his head bids fair to become 
bald if the thinning process continues to goon 
with advancing years. Nevertheless, Senator 
Stewart Is a Bne looking man. He is fully 
six feet tall, is as straight as a Norwegian 
pine, and weighs, I should judge, nearly 200 
pounds. He has a rosy, fair complex Ion .blue 
eyes, which look out under white brows, 
and regular features. 
I saw him talking 


with Senator Fair and I noted that the two 
men were of about the same build. Senator 
Stewart is now 60 years old, and it ii a gener- 
ation since he was elected to tht> senate as the 
first senator from Nevada in 181)4. He served 
then twelve years and he left the senate to re- 
side in San Francisco. He lives very finely 
there and is a man of wealth. His house, 
which the Chinese legation occupies here, is a 
castle in appearance, and it rents for a sum 
equal to the salary of the chief justice of the 
United States. Senator Stewart is a man of 
much education aud culture. He is u graduate 
of Yale, and western men tell me he is one of 
the finest lawyers on the Pacific coast. 
He is a self made man, and began 
life 


as 
a farmer's boy 
in Now York. He 


taught school for the money which sent him 
to college, and went west at tho beginning of 
the gold fever and made a fortune. He lost 
this and made another, and repeated the ex- 
perience several times since then, though 
his wealth at present is said to be much less 
than when he was in tho benat* before, and 
when he built the palace which is so valuable 
now, 
but which was so long known as Sto|v- 


art'8 folly. He will be an important addition 
to the Republican side of the chamber, and 
will, I doubt not, bo one of the leading social 
entertainer of iho next season,

The summing up of this history is that there 


has been almost continuous peace with tho 
Indians of Canada sinco the Hudson Bay 
company obtained contra). And now the 
officials have the system so well organized, 
and oich little band so carefully counted and 
located, that you can take the report of the 
commissioner nf Indian affairs and find tho 
exact status of almost ovory Indian between 
our national boundary and the Arctic circle.
